Vincent Keed named new chairman 
of Annual Business Campaign

Vincent E. Reed, vice president for 
Communications at the Washington 
Post, has been named chairman of the 
1983 Annual Business Campaign for 
Gallaudet College. During the coming 
months, he will be forming a new 
volunteer committee of area business 
leaders and preparing for the new 
campaign. 

The 1982 Annual Business Cam- 
paign began last September. The first 
goal of this campaign was to raise 
funds for the renovation and develop- 
ment of the College’s new Northwest 
Campus. The 1982 chairman was Ken- 
neth Wells Parkinson, a partner in the 
firm of Jackson, Campbell & 
Parkinson. 

Under Parkinson’s direction the cam- 
paign was able to raise $180,000 in 
1982. Many of these donations repre- 
sent a corporation or business’ new in- 
volvement with Gallaudet College. 
Parkinson feels that although Gallaudet 
is a college with a national reputation 
that it is “not well known in the 
Washington business community.” The 
first year of the campaign faced the 
double challenge of the “serious reces- 
sion and the need to break down the 
isolation of the College,” according to 
Parkinson. 

Parkinson credits the “marvelous 
product” of a Gallaudet education with 
part of the success of the fundraising 
campaign. “There was a specific need 
expressed by the shortfall of funds to 
renovate the Northwest Campus, along 
with the projected increase in the stu- 
dent population,” he commented. 

Local business donations were often 
substantial. The Philip L. Graham 


Foundation made a $40,000 contribu- 
tion. Both Potomac Electric Power 
Company and C&P Telephone do- 
nated $15,000 to renovation effort and 
Riggs National Bank, gave $10,000. 
These gifts, along with others, will be 
recorded on plaques on the new cam- 
pus buildings. 

Parkinson chaired a volunteer com- 
mittee of six area business leaders. 
Each of these gentlemen was honored 
at a breakfast meeting on Feb. 9 with a 
certificate acknowledging their outstand- 
ing service to Gallaudet College. The 
other members of the committee were 
Alexander A. Beiro of A.A. Beiro Con- 
struction Co., Melvin L. Chrisman of 
the Riggs National Bank, George M. 
Ferris, Jr. of Ferris & Co., Vincent E. 
Reed and Robert W. Wening, Jr. of 
Mills, Clagett & Wening. 

Reed is the former superintendent of 
the District of Columbia school system 
and a resident of the area for the last 
30 years. He has been involved with 
various educational programs on Ken- 
dall Green over the years and is 
familiar with many of the programs. He 
says that the College’s acquisition of 
the Northwest Campus, formerly Mar- 
jorie Webster Junior College, is a great 
use for a facility that “needed to be 
revitalized.” He lives near the site of 
the Northwest Campus and added that 
it “will be nice to see young people in 
the neighborhood who will be an addi- 
tion” to the community. 

The Annual Business Campaign is 
managed on campus by the Office of 
Development. Susan Menick is director 
of Corporate and Foundation Relations 
and serves as liaison to the Annual 
Business Campaign Executive Commit- 
tee.

volved with the campus will be doing 
work in a number of areas. Some 
teachers will be working on revisions in 
the current curriculum during the sum- 
mer. “We will be busy trying to define 
the skills and competencies that we 
want students to leave the Northwest 
Campus with to be successful,” she 
said, emphasizing that this will be an 
ongoing process not just limited to this 
summer.

CPR training 


Cardiopulmonary resuscitation 
(CPR), an emergency lifesaving tech- 
nique, will be taught in a special class 
for deaf and hearing impaired people 
Feb. 22 and 28 at Alexandria Hos- 
pital. The classes will be held from 
6:30-10:30 p.m. 

Instructed by emergency department 
personnel skilled in signing and lip- 
reading, the two-part class will cover 
resuscitation of the adult, child and 
baby; one- and two-man techniques, 
and how to remove breathing obstacles 
from conscious and unconscious vic- 
tims. Persons completing the class will 
receive Red Cross certification in CPR. 

A $12 fee covers the cost of books 
and instructional materials. The class 
will meet in the physical therapy de- 
partment of the hospital, 4320 
Seminary Road.

The Architectural and Transportation 
Barriers Compliance Board has finally 
moved into the area of communication 
barriers. In October Richard D. Dirst 
joined the staff of the Office of 
Technical Services as a communication 
barriers specialist. 

Formerly executive director of the 
Registry of Interpreters for the Deaf 
(RID), Dirst also served as superinten- 
dent of the Atlanta Area School for the 
Deaf and as principal at the American 
School for the Deaf. He has degrees in 
education of the deaf and the visually 
impaired from Northern Illinois Univer- 
sity and the University of Northern Col- 
orado at Greeley. In addition he has 
completed doctoral course work in 
educational administration at Georgia 
State University. 

Dirst’s extensive background and ex- 
perience in lecturing, consulting and 
managing workshops should be helpful 
in sensitizing the ATBCB to com- 
munication barriers for deaf persons, 


and in exploring ways to reduce them.

Davidson as dean of the Northwest 
Campus, Vice President for Academic 
Affairs John Schuchman noted that she 
was one of the few candidates for the 
position who had actually taught preps. 

Schuchman, in speaking of the 
Northwest Campus at a recent College 
Council meeting, said that the bull- 
dozers are now at work on the cam- 
pus, since the D.C. building permit 
gives Gallaudet the green light to pro- 
ceed with major renovation. “The 
Physical Plant promises that we will be 
on the campus the first week of 
August,” Schuchman said. All buildings 
on campus need to be made habitable, 
and plumbing, electrical and painting 
work needs to be done as well as land- 
scaping. The Main Building on the 
Northwest Campus also requires major 
renovation to modify it to meet the 
needs of the College. Furniture and 
equipment is also now being purchased 
for the buildings. _ 

Additional staff will be hired in July 
to help implement the program, said 
Schuchman. But in addition to recruit- 





ing new personnel, “one thing that has 
been pleasing to me is that we are get- 
ting enough people to transfer volun- 
tarily to the Northwest Campus,” 

said Schuchman. Some people from 
MSSD may be assigned to the new 
campus for a period of time, and the 
College already has some 200 applica- 
tions for positions at the Northwest 
Campus, he said. | 

About 50 faculty and staff members 
will be working on the Northwest Cam- 
pus, said Schuchman, and this number 
does not include Security, custodial 
and Business Affairs people. The rough 
budget for the new campus is about 
$1.2 million. 

Schuchman noted that several years 
ago, Gallaudet established a task force 
to look at students affected by the 
rubella epidemic of the 1960s, who are 
now reaching college age. About 1,500 
seniors are taking the Gallaudet admis- 
sions examination this month, com- 
pared with about 900 last year. “All 
prior results suggest that they will be 
like regular students, but this month 
will be the real test,” he said. Data on 


the achievement tests of rubella 
students should be available at the end 
of the month.
